The amendment filed on May 1 , 2006 under 37 CFR 1 .1 16 in reply to the final 
rejection has been considered but is not deemed to place the application in condition for 
allowance and will not be entered because: the proposed amendment would not avoid 
any of the rejections set forth in the last Office action, and thus the amendment would 
not place the case in condition for allowance or in better condition for appeal. Also, the 
proposed amendment raises new issues that would require further consideration and/or 
search. The amendment has not been entered for the following reasons: 

The amendment adds a new limitation to the method of claim 14, amino acid 
substitution off) F87A L188K A746 and R47F; g) F87V L188K A74G and R47F; h) 
F87A L188K A74G R47F and V26T; or I) F87V L188K A74G R4717 and V26T, which 
was never presented in any previously filed claims. Claim 14 was rejected under 35 
USC 1 12, 2 nd paragraph because it was not clear if the amino acid substitutions in the 
claim was in the alternative or was all-inclusive. In the current amendment, applicants 
have not amended the claims to overcome the existing rejection and in addition have 
added new amino acid postions that requri4es the Examiner to initiate a new search. .
